The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 6, on line 7, the term "a mono-molecular layer" has been replaced by the term 
"a mono- or multi-molecular layer". 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of Claims 22 to 32 
non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, Claims 22-32 have been cancelled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
Roseboom et al teach polymeric coupling agents for the adhesion of rubbers, such as EPDM, to 
metal substrates, such as steel and stainless steel, wherein the polymeric coupling agents 
incorporate within their structure co-vulcanizable groups such as alkenyl, epoxide, acrylate, 
and/or acrylamide groups, and metal-complexing groups such as carboxylic, oxime, amine, 
hydroxamic and/or iminodiacetic groups to covalently bond the rubber to the metal substrate; 
wherein the polymeric coupling agents are water or ethanol-soluble adhesives comprising a 
polymer backbone constituent based on organic synthetic polymers such as polyurethanes having 
the desired functional groups attached to the polymeric backbone. Roseboom et al do not teach 
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or render obvious a mono- or multi-molecular bifunctional adhesion promoter compound as 
instantly claimed covalently bound to the polymer via a first functional group, intercalated 
between the metal and the coating, and bound to said metal by its second functional groups.
